Council. 


Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  twenty-first  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district. 

The  general  sanitary  state  of  the  district  I’emains 
practically  the  same  as  during  the  last  few  years.  The 
systematic  inspection  of  the  whole  district  has  been  con- 
tinued, and  in  consequence  many  defects  have  been 
remedied,  especially  in  the  cottage  property.  The 
following  table  shows  a summarv  of  the  work  that  has 
been  done  not  only  in  connection  with  the  Public  Health 
Act  but  also  under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act, 
and  under  the  Pegulations  for  the  control  of  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds.

responsible  would  do  the  piescribeid  limewashing  and 
cleansing. 

The  houses  occupied  by  the  working  classes  are  for 
the  most  part  kept  in  a sanitary  state,  but  it  is  only  by 
constant  inspection  and  re-inspection  that  the  various 
works  are  done.  The  paving  of  back  yards  has  been 
proceeding,  but  at  a less  rapid  pace  owing  to  tlie  diffi- 
culties of  getting  material  and  finding  labour.  Accumu- 
lations of  rubbish  near  cottages  form  a frequent  source 
of  complaint,  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  these 
spaces  free  from  any  collections  which  might  cause 
nuisances.  Strong  eftdrts  also  have  been  made  to  remedy 
dampness  in  Avails  or  Uoors,  and  in  many  cases  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  houses  has  been  much  improved. 

Elementary  School,^. — No  structural  alterations  har^e 
been  made  in  any  of  the  schools  in  the  district.  I have 
paid  Ausits  to  each  from  time  to  time,  and  found  them  all 
in  good  sanitary  state.  They  are  all  Avell  kept,  and  all 
the  lavatories  are  properly  cleansed  and  well  flushed. 

On  one  occasion  only  Avas  it  necessary  to  advise 
closure  of  a school,  and  in  this  case  the  Infants  depart- 
ment at  Esher  had  to  be  closed  on  account  of  an  out- 
break of  measles.

Special  visits  and  enquiries  were  made  in  dealing 
with  the  verminous  cases,  and  in  each  I formed  tine 
opinion  tliat  the  condition  of  the  child  was  due  to 
nothing  less  than  sheer  neglect  and  indifterence. 
Although  there  was  dirt  and  evidence  of  negJect  in  the 
homes  yet  there  were  no  insanitary  states  iji  the  houses 
which  called  for  interference  on  the  part  of  the  Council. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — All  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies 
have  been  regularly  inspected  during  the  year,  and  the 
various  requirements  of  the  Regulations  for  the  control 
of  these  places  have  been  complied  with.  Part  of  the 
supph^  of  milk  used  is  produced  in  the  district  and  is 
certainly  produced  under  good  conditions  of  sanitation. 
1 have  not  yet  had  occasion  to  investigate  the  conditions 
under  which  imported  milk  is  produced,  but  hope  that 
the  same  attention  is  given  to  the  sanitary  state  of  the 
cowsheds  and  other  sui roundings  of  the  cattle. 

The’  quarterly  inspection  of  tJie  cattle  bj"  the  Veter- 
inary Surgeon  has  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  oim  animal 
in  such  a state  of  health  that  it  Avas  thought  desirable  to 
remove  and  isolate  it.  This  was  done  and  eA^entually  the 
owner  disposed  of  it  outside  the  district.  The  following

On  two  occasions  diphtberia  anti-ioxin  was  applied 
for  and  used  with  success,  as  both  patients  made  good 
recoveries. 

There  were  62  notifications  received  of  cases  of  ill- 
ness which  are  notifiable  under  the  b' otification  iict,  and 
the  various  Orders  of  the  Loc:il  Goveriinient  Board,  these 
are  given  in  full  in  Table  2 at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Twenty-seven  patients  were  sent  in  to  the  Tolworth 
Hospital  for  isolation  ; 30  were  cases  of  diphtheria,  6 of 
s(‘arlet  fever,  and  1 enteric  fever.

is  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  vaccinations  and  cor- 
responding diminution  in  the  n umber  o.i‘  exemptions.  Still 
21  per  cent,  of  the  children  born  have  esca])ed  vaccination 
and  are  thereby  unprotected  against  the  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  7 cases  of  this  illness  reported  as  com- 
pared with  11  in  the  previous  year.  Ao  connection  could 
be  traced  between  any  of  these  cases,  as  they  were  all 
quite  separated  from  each  other,  and  were  in  difterent 
parts  of  the  district.  They  were  fortunately  all  mild  in 
character  and  all  except  one  were  treated  in  hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  cases  of  this  disease  were  the  most  numerous  of 
any  that  were  notified.  With  the  exception  of  three 
isolated  cases  the  district  was  free  unlil  nearly  the  end  of 
April,  when  a house  in  Claygate  was  infected,  two  maids 
having  the  disease,  and  two  children  were  found  to  have 
the  germ  in  their  throats.  I was  not  able  to  ascertain  in 
what  manner  the  infection  rvas  brought  into  the  house. 

Early  in  Vlay  a case  was  notified  from  a dairy  farm 
iu  Claygate.  When  1 visited  the  place  I found  that  a 
gi]l  had  recently  come  into  service  from  a village  near 
Aewmarket,  that  she  admitted  that  she  had  left  her  sister 
ill  with  some  throat  trouble,  and  that  she  herself  had  had 
a sore  throat.  On  further  investigation  I found  the 
diphtheria  bacillus  in  this  girl’s  throat,  and  isolated  her 
in  hospital.  Unfortunately  before  she  came  under 
observation  she  had  visited  certain  houses  and  in  each  of 
them  cases  of  diphtheria  afterwards  occurred.  In  all  I 
traced  five  cases  to  infection  from  this  case,  and  T believe 
there  were  four  or  five  traced  to  the  same  source  in  the 
Surbiton  District.  More  than  two  months  later  two  more 
cases  were  reported  from  the  same  farm,  but  there  was 
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no  connection  between  the  two  series.  Three  other  cases 
were  notified  from  Esher,  and  iliese  1 traced  to  infection 
brought  here  by  a boy  who  came  from  an  infected  area  in 
Eortsmouth.  All  these  cases  were  mild  ones,  and  though 
in  some  lecovery  was  delayed,  yet  none  proved  fatal. 

EATEiUC  EEVER. 

Tuo  cases  of  this  disease  only  were  notified;  the  first 
was  that  of  a man  who  liad  just  returned  from  a Spanish 
port  wJiere  he  had  been  detained  some  time,  and  had  been 
feeling  ill  all  the  way  home.  He  was  sent  to  hospital 
and  made  a good  recovery.  The  second  was  that  of  a 
man  who  was  enii)loyed  in  London,  and  1 was  unable  to 
trace  the  manner  in  which  he  caught  the  infection. 

PREVEATIOA  AAH  CONTROL  OVER 
TUBERCriLOSIS. 

Eourteen  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  and  four 
<if  tubercle  in  other  parts  were  notified.  Of  the  pul- 
monary cases  one  was  sent  to  hospital,  and  six  have  been 
admitted  to  sanatoria,  and  one  case  of  tuberculosis  other 
than  pulmonary  has  been  admitted  to  hospital. 

Notified  cases  of  these  diseases  are  visited  as  soon  as 
passible  after  the  receipt  of  the  notification  and  directions 
given  as  to  precautionary  measures,  and  in  inspection 
made  of  the  condition  of  the  premises,  and  any  nuisances 
noted  and  dealt  with  afterwards.  Disinfection  is  also 
done  as  soon  after  the  house  is  vacated  and  instructions 
given  as  to  the  cleansing  of  the  rooms  and  contents. 

INVESTIGATION  OE  OTHER  DISEASES. 

A case  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  was  notified  in 
:\i  arch  and  proved  fatal.  All  contac-ts  were  isolated  until 
proved  free  from  the  organism,  and  no  further  cases 
follow'ed.  Verj^  material  help  was  given  by  the  County 
M.O.H.  and  his  staff  in  dealing  with  this  case. 
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Also  liv-e  cases  of  iijfaiitiie  paralysis  (acute  polio- 
myelitis) were  reported  in  September ; one  was  notified 
from  Thames  Ditton  and  the  remainder  from  Esher.  Two 
of  these  were  members  of  the  same  familj^,  and  the  others 
both  lived  in  the  same  road,  but  beyond  this  I was  unable 
to  trace  any  connection  between  them.  Ail  the  patients 
recovered,  but  three  have  been  left  with  some  partial 
paralysis,  which  in  each  case  is  improving. 

No  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified. 

The  notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  force  on 
September  1st,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  73  births  were 
notified. 

It  had  not  been  possible  to  make  any  arrangement  for 
visiting  the  homes  of  children,  and  the  matter  has  been 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Council  since  then,  and 
haA’ing  regard  to  the  Ioav  rate  of  infant  mortality  it  has 
been  decided  that  it  is  not  necessary  as  yet  to  make  special 
arrangements  for  Ausiting  under  this  Act.

STATISTICS. 


The  estimated  population  for  riie  'year  has  been 
supplied  by  the"  Registrar  General,  and  has  been  calcu- 
lated in  a special  manner  from  figures  obtained  from  the 
National  Register.  The  ratio  of  the  total  population,  less 
the  males  aged  15  to  65  years,  to  the  number  of  females 
aged  15  to  65  years,  Avas  calculated  for  each  district,  and 
this  ratio  was  applied  to  the  number  of  females  on  the 
National  Register.  The  resulting  product  was  added  to 
the  number  of  males  aged  15  to  65  years  and  this  has  been 
taken  as  the  estimated  Civil  Population  for  the  year. 
This'  figure  for  the  district  is  12,911.  The  births  regis- 
tered are  those  of  the  Avhole  population  and  this  figure  is 
not  suitable  for  an  estimation  of  the  birth  rate,  which 
has  been  calculated  on  the  estimated  population  of  1914. 
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Deaths  among  the  military  have  not  been  included 
in  the  tables,  and  were  one  of  a man  aged  21  from  suicide 
and  two  accidents  to  men  aged  49  and  48  years  : those 
were  accidents  to  men  who  were  engaged  in  guarding  the 
nmin  line  of  the  L.  & S.W.  Railway.  The  birtli 
rale  of  19'9  shows  a slight  improvement  on  the  previous 
year  which  was  18‘8.  The  average  for  the  three  })revious 
years  was  20  per  1,000  living  in  the  district. 

The  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  numbered 
110  or  a rate  of  8’52,  the  average  for  the  three  previous 
years  being  7'90.  The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  were  6,  or  an  infant  mortality  figure  of  22‘3  per 
1,000  birllis  registered  in  the  district.  I'uberculous 
diseases  accounted  for  14  deaths  of  which  9 were  due  to 
consumption ; the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  high, 
namely,  23  or  a rate  of  TT8  per  1,000. 

MILITARY  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

There  have  been  militaiy  stationed  at  Esher  during 
almost  the  wdiole  of  the  year,  and  on  many  occasions 
advice  has  been  given  in  dealing  with  minor  cases  of  ill- 
ness, also  with  cases  of  scabies  and  a feAv  of  infectious 
disease.  Several  of  these  were  of  doubtful  nature  and 
were  isolated  in  hospital  until  the  nature  of  the  illness 
was  decided.  One  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  and 
treated  in  hospital. 

I take  tlie  opportunity  of  again  thanking  my  col- 
leagues the  C'lerk,  tlie  Surveyor  and  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  for  their  ready  help,  which  I have  obtained  on 
many  occasions.

I beg‘  to  submit  my  Annual  Peport  giving  details  of 
the  various  works  and  improvements  carried  out  by  the 
vSaiiitai-v  Bepartnient  during  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1915. 

All  necessarv  attention  has  been  given  to  the  carrv- 
ing'  out  ol  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Orders  of  tiie 
Local  Government  Board,  which  require  inspection  of  the 
District  to  be  made  both  systematically  at  certain  periods 
and  also  at  intervals  as  occasion  may  lequire,  in  order 
that  the  Inspector  luay  keep  liimself  informed  of  any 
nuisances  whch  may  exist,  and  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
cause  abatement  of  the  same. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  and  re-visits  made 
during  the  year  tor  general  sanitary  purposes  amounted 
to  2,120,  and  included  Inspections  under  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  District  Act,  1909),  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  Dairy  and  Cow- 
shed Eegulations,  &c.,  &c. 

The  result  has  been  the  accomplishment  of  many  use- 
ful and  in  some  cases  permanent  improvements.  These 
have,  for  the  most  part,  been  carried  out  by  the  respective 
Owners  in  compliance  with  ordinary  preliminary  notices, 
the  number  of  these  amounting  to  96  dui-ing  the  year.  It 
was  also  necessary  for  the  Council  to  issue  26  Statutory 
Aotices  which  were  mostly  in  connection  with  works  under 
the  Housing  Act. 


Ihe  full  details  of  woj  k done,  inspections  made, 
lunsunees  abated,  etc.,  wliicli  are  set  forth  at  the  end  of 
this  l^e])ort  will  form  a comprehensive  summary  ot  the 
year’s  work  under  review.

In  all  cases  of  relaying,  the  wujrk  is  carried  out  under 
modern  conditions,  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws 
relating  to  re-drainage. 

In  all  cases,  where  possible,  surface  drainage  is  pio- 
vided  foi-  w^ater  from  roofs  and  yard  paving,  in  order  to 
exclude  the  w’ater  from  the  sew^ers,  thereby  avoiding  extra 
pum.ping  at  the  outfall  works,  especially  during  rainy 
weather. 

The  greatei-  number  of  drains  re-laid,  repaired,  or 
otherwTse  dealt  with  w^ere  those  belonging  to  small  pro- 
perties, mostly  on  the  combined  system,  and  in  connection 
wTth  the  many  problems  which  present  themselves  in 
dealing  with  the  same,  I am  much  indebted  to  the 
Council’s  Surveyor  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance at  all  times  when  required. 

THE  PAYING  OF  BACK  YAKHS,  SIDE  PASSAGES, 

ETC. 

As  a result  of  inspections  made  of  properties 
scheduled  under  the  Housing,  &c..  Act,  continued  progress 
has  been  made  with  regard  to  getting  the  back  yards  and 
side  passages  ot  cottages  paved  and  provided  with  surface 
drainage,  and  during  the  year  100  dw^ellings  were  so  dealt 
with. 


In  tlie  event  of  (.)wnei's  refusing  to  carry  out  this 
work  when  it  is  deeTued  necessary,  it  mav  be  enfoiTed  or 
carried  out  1)y  the  (k)uncil,  and  the  cost  recovei'ed  undei' 
section  25  of  the  Pu])lic  Healtli  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
n)0T.  It  became  necessary  in  tJie  case  of  Nos.  1 to  7 
Admiial’s  How,  AVeston  Green,  for  the  Council  to  pave 
and  di'ain  tlie  ba(*k  yards  owing  to  the  diherent  owners 
failing  to  agree  to  do  it  tliemselves. 

It  is  usual  to  ask  owners  to  provide  sufficient  paving 
to  keep  the  entrances  to  back  doors  and  domestic  offices 
in  a dry  and  sanitary  condition,  with  due  regard  to  the 
size  and  position  of  the  part  to  be  paved. 

Cement  concrete  rendered  over  is  always  given  the 
j)referen(‘e  over  tar  jmving  ami  consequently  very  little  of 
the  latter  has  been  used. 

In  eight  cases  where  existing  paving  had  become 
defective,  suitable  repairs  were  carried  out.

the  outstanding  Avorks  hawe  been  carried  out. 

Some  of  the  inipro\mments  Aveie  ol  considerable 
magnitude,  such  as  paving  and  re-drainage,  damp  pi-oof 
courses,  cement  rendering  of  outer  walls,  relaying  old 
doors,  &c.,  whilst  others  were  of  a more  simple  character, 
such  as  re-decorating  and  small  repairs. 

The  greater  number  of  these  improvements  have 
been  brought  about  by  ordinary  preliminary  notices. 
24  Statutory  notices  were  issued  including  closing  oi'ders 
with  respect  to  eleven  house>. 
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Five  of  these  have  been  (leterminecl  and  six  remain 
undetermined. 

ddiree  cdosing*  orders  were  also  determined  which 
lelated  to  properties  inspected  the  pievioiis  year.

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The  above  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
the  total  of  visits  amounting  to  146. 

The  sanitary  requirements  relating  to  lime-washing', 
daily  cleaning  up  and  the  removal  ot  refuse  and  manure 
have  received  proper  attention,  and  there  has  been  no 
occasion  tor  me  to  report  any  breach  of  the  regulations 
to  the  Council. 

During  the  year  two  persons  who  were  registered, 
one  as  a cowkeeper  and  the  other  as  a milkseller,  have 
discontinued  their  trade  and  their  names  have  been 
removed  from  the  register. 
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ilie  following'  works  have  been  cai'iied  out  by 
Owners  after  due  Notice:  — 

(1)  Increased  accommodation  for  cows,  drainage 

improvements  and  some  new  paving  laid  down. 

(2)  Premises  entirely  re-drained  and  paving  repairs. 

(d)  Increased  accommodation  for  cows. 

(4)  Increased  acconimodatmii  for  cows  and  improved 
manure  receptacle. 

The  foregoing  alterations  and  improvements  were 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Dairy  and  Cowshed 
Regulations. 

With  reference  to  the  quarterly  inspection  of  milch 
cows  made  by  the  CounciPs  Veterinary  Inspector,  only 
one  doubtful  animal  was  notified  tO'  me  as  requiring  to 
be  kept  undei  observation,  and  this  was  done  until  the 
animal  was  removed  from  the  herd  by  the  owner  and 
disposed  of  outside  the  district. 

INSPECTION  OF  SLxiUGHTER-HOUSES. 

Each  of  the  seven  slaughter-houses  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  the  occupiers  have  taken  every 
care  that  the  places  should  be  rendered  as  unobjection- 
able as  possible  by  being  kept  regularly  in  a clean  and 
sanitary  condition. 

Lime-washing  of  wmlls,  &c.,  has  been  carried  out 
from,  time  to  time,  and  in  no  case  has  it  been  necessary^ 
to  go  beyond  a verbal  intimation  to  occupiers  in  order  to 
get  this  w'ork  carried  out. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Most  of  the  meat  sold  in  the  District  is  killed  else- 
w'here  and  brought  in  from  the  Metropolitan  and  other 
meat  markets,  in  wFich  case  it  is  inspected  before  being 
brought  here. 


A fair  number  of  the  smaller  animals  are  killed  and 
dressed  in  the  local  slaughter-houses,  and  such  of  these 
as  were  inspected  were  found  to  be  of  good  quality. 

A total  of  72  inspections  were  made  of  various  foods 
either  exposed  for  sale  or  in  stores.  Nothing  liable  to 
seizure  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  has  been 
found  upon  any  of  the  premises  inspected. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

The  seven  bakehouses  situated  within  the  District 
have  been  periodically  inspected  and  were  as  a rule  found 
in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  Act 
under  which  they  are  governed. 

The  half  “yearly  lime-washing  of  walls,  &c.,  has  in 
all  cases  been  carried  out  at  the  appointed  time. 


COMPLAINTS. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  amounted  to 
62  and  related  to  smells,  blocked  drains,  verminous  school 
children,  foul  accumuiations,  animals  improperly  kept, 
&c.,  &c. 

Each  complaint  with  date,  particulars  and  subse- 
quent  action  taken  was  duly  recorded  in  the  register 
kept  for  the  purpose. 

METEOPOLITAN  WATER  BOARD. 

Notification  of  Water  Srimi.Y  Withdra\vn  From 

Houses. 

12  Notifications  ^vere  leceWed  from  the  Water  Board 
as  to  water  supplies  having  been  cut  off  from  houses 
owing  to  non-payment  of  rent,  or  for  other  reasons.  The 
usual  inspections  were  made  and  steps  taken  to  prevent

COLLECTION  OF  xkSHES  AND  HOUSEHOLD 

DEFUSE. 

The  collectiou  of  houseliold  refuse  is  carried  out 
weekly  by  the  Council’s  oavii  men.  Very  few  complaints 
have  been  received  as  to  non-reiuoval,  and  more  often 
than  not  these,  upon  investigation,  were  found  to  be 
through  no  fault  of  the  collectors,  who  cannot  always 
gain  admission  to  premises,  owing  to  occupiers  being  out, 
or  for  other  reasons. 

Thirty-six  new  portable  sanitary  dust-bins  have, 
during  the  year,  been  provided  by  owners  after  notice  in 
accordance  with  section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

DISINFECTION  OF  PPEMISES  AFTEP 
INFECTIOUS  ILLNESS. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  54  premises  after 
cases  of  infectious  disease  after  the  removal  of  patients 
to  either  the  Isolation  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  or  after 
the  death  of  a patient. 

The  method  of  disinfection  usually  adopted  is  to 
spray  the  room,  furniture,  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  with 
a powerful  sprayer  and  aftertvards  fumigate  the  rooms, 
&c.,  with  formalin  gas. 

()wing  to  scarlet  fever,  the  Thames  Ditton  Girls’ 
Schoolrooms  were  tlioroughly  disinfected. 

PUBLIC  CGNVENIENCES,  UPINALS,  &c. 

The  urinals  attached  to  licensed  premises  have  been 
inspected  from  time  to  time  and  their  condition  noted, 
also  the  sanitary  convenience  belonging  to  the  elemen- 
tary schools  and  railway  station.s.  In  some  cases  it  was 
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necessary  to  ask  for  more  irequeiit  tlushing,  and  my 
requests  for  this  to  be  done  iiavo  always  received 
attention . 

HOUSES  LET  TN  LODGINGS. 

44  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  tliese  premises 
during*  the  year,  and  at  7 of  the  houses  cleaning,  white- 
washing and  distempering  of  certain  rooms  was  carried 
out  as  prescribed  by  the  bye-laws. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  Council  to  serve  statutorv 
notices  with  respect  to  4 of  the  dwellings  before  the  'work 
was  carried  out.
